Lethal Weapons 


Every year several hundred children are killed 
as a result of their own actions. They die in fires 
which they started, with matches or lighters that 
were left within the reach of their small hands. 

Children are fascinated with fire. Many of the 
Children who start fires are simply playing with 
matches or lighters out of curiosity. In some 
cases they are imitating Mom or Dad, without 
knowing how dangerous a match or lighter can 
be. 


These lethal weapons should ALWAYS be kept 
on a high shelf out of reach of the children. If you 
have smokers in the house, they should take extra 
precautions to keep lighters and matches out of 
children’s hands. 

The Agawam Fire Department encourages you 
to take time to teach your children that a match is 
a tool, not a toy. Adults use these tools for 
specific purposes—to light a stove, candle, camp 
fire. Teach them to tell you or another grown-up If 
they find matches or a lighter. 


The majority of fires that are started by children 
aren’t intentional. They are preventable ac- 
cidents, if we do our part to keep these lethal 
weapons out of children’s hands.

In the almost four years since her election to 
the Town Council, Joanne Willis found that many 
of the things that needed to be done were stymied 
due to the usurpation of the Council’s 
prerogatives by Mayor Johnson. 

Political division was largely responsible for 
the gridlock that was evidenced during the Lalli’s 
public hearing (on their being taxed for land that 
they did not own).

government because “It is at a level where you 
can have a ‘hands-on’ feel for what is happening 
and how decisions affect real people with names 
and identities rather than just some statistical 
charts or graphs. It is the human side of govern- 
ment that is rewarding and brings satisfaction in 
the knowledge that you have made a positive im- 
pact in the quality of life of those in the communi- 
ty.” 
Even though mayoral candidate Willis feels that 
the intended function of the mayor should reach 
far beyond the symbolic figurehead of govern- 
ment leadership, the role should never be allowed 
to include the power and disregard for individual 
citizens that have been evidenced recently. 

It is not necessary for the mayor to be an expert 
at law or any other specialized field. The broad 
based eperience that Joanne Willis brings from 
almost all facets of Agawam’s government in- 
frastructure may be the most valuable asset that 
any candidate possesses. A properly appointed 
support system of responsibly chosen depart- 
ment heads, advisors, and commissioners are 
necessary to insure that the mayor has the correct 
information to make prudent judgments. These 
decisions must be made with ‘a balance of the 


wishes of the people and the letter and spirit of 
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the law. 

“Every citizen who comes through the doors of 
city hall should receive the same polite, compe- 
tent and fair treatment at the hands of all govern- 
ment officials and employees. Nepotism and 
“specia! friends of friends” have no place in our 
halls of government.” Mrs. Willis recognizes that 
her desire to provide fair and even-handed treat- 
ment for everyone will certainly be a challenge, 
but it will be refreshing to have a mayor who at 
legnt recognizes the problem and is willing to try 
to fix it. 

Joanne Willis has EARNED my respect, and her 
record on Agawam’s Council and numerous com: 
mittee assignments have EARNED my support. In- 
vestigate for yourselves, and | am sure that she 
will earn your vote.

A New Perspective For 
A September Ritual 


Every year at this time, | find myself asking the 
inevitable question of “Where has this summer 
gone?”, and every year. |! recollect my own 
memories of back-to-school fever. Rather, that 
strange sentiment that combines both the 
sadness of the waning carefree days of summer 
with the excitement of anticipating a whole new 
school year. 

This year marks a different feeling of anticipa- 
tion at least from my perspective, which is no 
longer that of a schoolgirl but of a legislator. The 
anticipation is in the dawning of the Education 
Reform Act of 1993, ready to take effect in our 
area’s public schools. 

One of the greatest challenges we faced this 
year in the legislature, and in our own com- 
munities, was the ongoing quest for a world-class 
education. For years, the legislature had written 
innumerable volumes on the kind of future in 
which we want our children to live—and a variety 
of mechanisms of how to arrive at. 

One thing has remained constant: that the 
legacy we leave our children is wholly dependent 
on the education that we provide them. 

The result: the Education Reform Act of 1993. 
This act represents years of work by the 
legislature, educators, and/advocates. It did not 


econ 
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satisfy everyone, and the real measure of its suc- 
cess will be in its implementation and results. 

However, it is a solid beginning. It is a clear 
message from the legislature that there is great 
value put on our children, and our future. Of 
course, the act was long in coming and even in 
the end, had still to go through a very strenuous 
funding debate. 

Consequently, in order to fund this program 
many other worthwhile endeavors were either 
given level-funding of Fiscal Year 1993 levels or 
even cut further. Needless to say, the vast majori- 
ty of state agencies are facing a VERY lean fiscal 
year indeed. THK Kk th tot 

The Education Reform Act provided for a $13 
billion increase in state spending by the year 2000 
in order to ensure that every school in the state 
could spend at least $5,500 per student annually 
by then. 

Coincidentally, these same provisions had 
been hammered out by the legislature prior to the 
landmark decision of the Supreme Judicial Court 
which outlined a standard that all public schools 
must follow to keep within the law of the Massa- 
chusetts Constitution. . 

The court declared on June 16th, 1993, that the 
Commonwealth had failed to meet its constitu- 
tional duty to provide equal education for all 
children in the public schools, and now will be 
obligated to do so. This gives the substance of the 


Education Reform Act of 1993 new meaning 


altogether: that the statehas no choice but to pro- 
vide the same. opportunity of education to all 
children, whether they. be rich or poor and 
regardless of the fiscal capacity of their home 
district or community. ‘ 

In 1985, the then Education Reform Bill that pro- 
mised minimum education spending ran into trou- 
ble when deteriorating state finances forced 
budget cutbacks. Luckily for today’s schoolchil- 
dren, the ruling of the Supreme Judicial Court is 
the kind of enforcement authority necessary to 
make sure education spending remains a priority. 

The original 1990 lawsuit, McDuffy v. the 
Secretary of Education, was brought by 16 
students representing less equitable public 
school districts (incidentally, two of them were 
from Holyoke and Springfield). As a part of its 
grievance, the lawsuit alleged it unacceptable for 
the state to shift the entire burden of education on 
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the backs of local government. - 

There is great merit to their claim: it is not fair 
that a town like Agawam can afford to spend ap- 
proximately $4,000 per pupil when a wealthier 
town like Weston can afford to approximately 
spend $8,000 per pupil. 


| believe that the Education Reform Act of 1993 
is an important first step for the state legislature 
to take a greater responsibility in providing a solid 
education for our youth’ It gets Massachusetts 
moving in the right direction after more than a 
decade of moving in the wrong direction. 

During the comfort of the 1980's, state spen- 
ding on education was woefully inadequate as a 
percentage of total state income. Massachusetts’ 
future, and the future of its economy, is going to 
depend on its ability to produce an educated 
workforce. 

The days where there could be a future in say, 
manufacturing are over as long as manufacturing 
corporations continue to take their factories out 
of the country or to non-union states in the South. 

As a result, the Agawam School System will 
receive approximately $273,000 in new monies. 
That money, according to Superintendent Bernard 
Ryder, will mean being able to continue with the 
current curriculum. Without this, he said, not only 
the schools but other vital town services would be 
facing further cutbacks. This is real; it is a tangi- 
ble, legitimate, change for the better. 

The Education Reform Act of 1993 is a wonder- 
ful beginning, but we must remember to treat it as 
exactly that, a beginning. In September, we will 
see the management reforms that were also part 
of the bill take effect. 

It eliminated teacher tenure, and requires recer- 
tification after five years. The act makes it clear 
that no student will be able to graduate from a 
school in Massachusetts if he or she cannot read 
or write or do simple arithmetic. Arming students 
with a basic working knowledge is the very least 
we can do. 

We are in Year One of Operation School 
Reform. The fervor to fix our ailing schools was 
not only the most talked about legislative topic of 
the year, but was funded accordingly. The 
students of Agawam will see ai difference, and 
eventually, will reap the long-team rewards—per- 
sonally and collectively. 
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We would also like to thank Mr. William Sapelli, 
principal of Robinson Park School, as well as the 
maintenance staff for being so very helpful and 
cooperative. 

We hope this is the first of many summer 
educational programs to come.

Memories Of Stu Wooley 


There are many people now living in Agawam 
who have stories to tell which begin with, “7 
a when —.’’ The older folks told stories, 
00. 

Stuart Wooley told that when he was a boy, 
before Memorial Bridge was built, he and a friend 
used to go fishing and muskrat hunting in the 
swamps around Bondi’s Island. They used a flat 
bottom boat which was square on both ends. They 
set 75 traps and sold muskrat skins to a man in 
Springfield. 

Large carp were caught in the swamp, especial- 
ly after flood waters receded and the water 
became shallow. The fish were sold to a Jewish 
market in Springfield. 

There was a road going down from the end of 
the old toll bridge and a farmer lived west of the 
swamp and raised chickens. His name was 
Phelps and there was another family named 
Borgatti. 

Stuart remembered working on the river. later 
for Herman Burgi, who owned a tug and barge. 
Burgi laid the first gas pipe across the river and 
brought up the first load of coal to Springfield. 

Burgi figured out and built a short dam exten- 
ding out from the building of the gas company on 
the east side of the river. This routed the river 
around under the building, circling a horizontal 
waterwheel, thereby supplying power to make the 
first electricity used in Springfield. 

The first pollution of the river was caused by the 
Fisk Rubber Company who put gobs of rubber 
that didn’t come out right into the water. 

Boats going downstream did not all go through 
the locks at Windsor Locks. Stuart remembered 
going down through the low place in the dam with 
three other men in a boat during high water. Stuart 
was not much of a swimmer and didn’t think he 
wanted to repeat the performance. 

The Worthy Paper Mill was in North Agawam on 
the river, where a dam stretched to the grist mill 
on the West Springfield side. Below this dam each 
spring, there were to be found shad, suckers, and 
eels. Nets were set across the river and pulled in 
by a pair of horses on the north side near the grist 
mill. Cucumber Brown, a farmer on Riverdale 
Street, used to come down to the dam with a 
dump cart and get a load of suckers to use as fer- 
tilizer on his corn fields. 

Eels were caught there and packed in brine for 
winter use. Dan Noble, who claimed to be an In- 
dian, came to get eels. He carried an open sack on 
his back, scooped up an eel, tossed it over his 
shoulder, and landed it in the sack in one motion. 
He got on the trolley at Westfield Street and 
brought the live eels up to Westfield to sell. 

In his later years, Stuart Wooley worked as a 
mechanic in the railroad shops in West Spr- 
ingfieid.

God’s Promises... 


Anyone who has ever watched a child go off.to 
school for the first time, or seen a youngster off to 
summer camp, or handed a teenager the car keys, 
er given a son or daughter away in marriage, or 
held a grandchild, anyone who has ever visited 
one’s parent in the hospital, or watched a parent 
in a nursing home or in a cemetery, anyone who's 
ever done these things knows that we have no real 
control over life—or death. Of ourselves we can 
make no promises about what the future holds, 
for us, or for those we love. 

And so we need to take hold of some of the pro- 
mises of God, promises of life which can give us 
and those. we love hope for the present and for the 
future. The Bible is full of God’s promises, but 
those uttered by Jesus on the night before He 
died are most appropriate as we confront our wor- 
ties about the future. 

Jesus said, “In my father’s house are many 
rooms” (John 14:2A). This is God’s Promise of 
Security. “The Father's House’’ describes 
something strong, safe, and secure. And it isn’t 
confined to a building (such as a church), or even 
to a place (such as heaven), but is found wherever 


God’s people welcome His Son Jesus into. their 


lives, their midst. 

In fact, the only way to come into the security of 
the Father’s House is through Jesus. He said, “I 
am the way, the truth, and the life. No one comes 
to the Father but by me” (John 14:6). 

But even though the way to life with the Father 
is thus narrow, Jesus says that the Father's 
House has many rooms. Through the saving work 
of Jesus in dying for our sins and in raising us to 
new life, we find ample room at the mercy seat of 
God. Often we are tempted to restrict the expanse 
of God’s mercy for others, denying this or that per- 
son a place in the Father’s House. 

More often we feel as though we are beyond 
God's mercy, His forgiveness, His salvation. But 
once we or anyone trusts in the work of Christ, 
there are found many rooms in the father’s House, 
including room for you and me. This is God’s Pro- 
mise of Mercy in His Son, Jesus Christ. 

So when you begin to worry about your 
children, your parents, or yourself, whenever you 
feel insecure about what the future holds, call 
upon the Lord Jesus Christ, who is the door to the 
Father's House. He holds God’s promises of 
security and mercy for you and your loved ones.

—Manhattan Murder Myster 

Some people might call it “rising above adversi- 
ty,” but in Woody Allen’s case his newest film 
may be the grain of sanity in an otherwise chaotic 
life. : 

Manhattan Murder Mystery is that latest film, 
created even as Allen’s personal life with Mia Far- 
row and family was being raked over the presses 
and floated over the airwaves. 

In either case, it’s a slick production, told in 
typical Allen fashion with dialogue streaming line 
over line in a jumble of thoughts and expressions. 
It's also a polished murder story with quirky 
characters, an inborn sense of humor, and the 
three ingredients of any sound story: a beginning, 
a middle, and an end. 

Allen is mild-mannered editor Larry Lipton, mar- 
ried for many years to Carol (Diane Keaton); they 
live, naturally, ina Manhattan apartment where 
they meet their neighbors, the Houses, in the 
haliway one night. A quick invite for coffee, a few 
hours of conversation, and it’s off to separate 
lives ... almost. 

But, the next day Mrs. House turns up dead, the 
victim of an apparent heart attack. A condolence 
call and an offer to make coffee leads Carol to the 
House kitchen, where she finds an urn (as in 
funeral urn) hidden in a kitchen cabinet. Coupling 
that find with other conversational facts that 
don’t add up, and she concludes that this death 
was in fact a case of murder. 

So begins the mystery, with heroine Carol 
sleuthing her way into the House apartment and 
sharing her discoveries with a disinterested, 
disbelieving Allen and their playwright friend Ted 
pian Alda), a recently single man with an eye for 

arol. 

Stir into the mix the vampy Marcia Fox 
(Angelica Huston) as Allen’s client and writer, and 
the stage is sets for “Sleuths Are Us.” 

As always, Allen’s script is pep’ ered with one- 
liners and sophisticated put downs and he 
devotedly tries to keep up with his wife in the face 
of claustrophia, paranoia, and multiple neuroses. 

The ensemble cast works well together, and the 
cinema verite camerawork captures bits and 
pieces of the whole, catapulting us into this often 
comical murder/mystery farce. 

Manhattan Murder Mystery is stylish, polished, 
and perfected. And it has put Allen back on track, 
in the form that made him famous.

Sylvester Stallone immortalizes the character 
of John Rambo, a former Green Beret, in the suc- 
cessful Rambo films. The films prove to be a 
delight for die-hard action fans.

In the first installment of the popular series, 
Stallone’s character of John Rambo has to con- 
tend with harassment from a redneck cop. Conse- 
quently, Rambo’s conflict brings him into the 
mountains of Oregon where he battles against the 
antagonist and nature simultaneously. 

lt must be stated that these films are quite 
farfetched. Despite this fat, the sheer adventure 
of Rambo’s plight makes the film extremely en- 
tralling. First Blood ultimately proves to be one of 
those films that could be enjoyed over and over 
again. 

Another important detail that makes the film 
work is the solid characterizations. Stallone plays 
Rambo perfectly because the audience cannot 
help but cheer him on while being sympathetic for 
him. Richard Crenna’s portrayal as what seems to 
be Rambo’s only true friend gives the viewer a 
shred of hope for the main character’s fate. The 
exquisitely evil character played by Brian Den- 
nehy provides for genuine fear and suspense 
throughout the film. 





There is some gore (as expected from such a 


genre film), but it can very easily be overlooked as 
a result of the relatively strong plot development. 
So, what we have with First Blood is a film that 
contains some flaws that can possibly be over- 
looked if the viewer really becomes engrossed in 
the story.

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These cleverly crafted scenes aid in the viewer's 
growing obsession with Rambo; this obsession 
achieves (in much the way the plot did in First 
Blood) the viewer’s inability to notice the utter ab- 
surdity of the film’s premise of one man taking on 
an army. 


Miraculously, the film proves to be an overall 
fun experience. This is, no doubt, attributed to 
Stallone’s mesmerizing performance as the title 
character and the detailed presentation of the 
villains’ actions against him. 


The film pales in an overall comparison to the 
first film but nevertheless proves to be quite 
entertaining. It is quite obviously a sequel in the 
truest sense of the word, since it would be pro- 
blematic for it to stand alone without its 
predecessor. But, then again, it does not have to.

Rambo’s third outing proves to be quite a disap- 
pointment. The fatal mistake made in this film 
was Stallone’s tendency to overact. The script 
also suffers from this same ailment of “overdoing 
tee 
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The story centers around Rambo’s conflict with 
sadistic Russians in Afghanistan. The story is 
very predictable for a couple of reasons. 

The first reason why the story is so predictable 
is due to the fact that this is the third film in a 
series that has loyally followed the same formula 
of good-guy-battles-bad-guys-and-ultimately- 
wins. The second reason is that the scenes of im- 
pact might as well have been labeled with sub- 
titles such as “So?” 

The film jumps from an average scene to an 
emotionally charged scene quite frequently. Thus, 
the plot development becomes much too predic- 
table halfway into Rambo III. 

The film does have a high production value. But 
as high as the production value swings, the 
dramatic elements sag to the extreme, thereby 
making a film that had high potential ultimately 
nothing more than average. 11/2 STARS. (Mature 
audiences.)

Montezuma’s Obsession 


By request, this week’s column is about that 
most delectable of foods, chocolate. Appreciated 
for centuries, it has a history nearly as interesting 
as the rich desserts and treats made with it. 

It is debatable who actually brought chocolate 
to the Europeans, but there is a detailed account 
of Fernando Cortez’s introduction to it by the 
Aztec Indians in Mexico in 1519, and its subse- 
quent arrival in Spain. 

The Aztec emporer, Montezuma, routinely 
presided over a ritual during which he drank 
chocolatl from a golden goblet while the natives 
stood by and watched in awe. History has it that 
he consumed 50 goblets of liquid chocolate 
sweetened with honey each and every day, which 
may explain some of the awe his colleagues 
displayed as spectators. 

The Aztecs believed that a prophet had brought 
the seeds (cocoa beans) from Paradise, and that 
their consumption imparted universal wisdom 
and knowledge. 

AL’S CHOCOLATE TO THE MAX 
Serves 6 
1 (6 02.) package of semisweet chocolate chips 
1 egg 


1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 teaspoon almond extract 
1 tablespoon creme de cacao liqueur 
1 cup whipping cream 
In a blender, blend together first four ingre- 
dients while microwaving the cream until just 
beginning to boil. With the blender running, add 
the hot cream and blend until well combined. Pour 
into small sherbet or wine glasses and refrigerate 
for several hours. Top with whipped cream.

Cortez brought the beans back to Spain, little 
knowing what he was starting. He did note, 
however, that the drink made from the beans was 
conducive to fortifying resistance and fighting 
fatigue. 

In fact, throughout history chocolate has been 
associated with a variety of properties to cure 
whatever was ailing mankind at the time. 
Sometimes what ailed you was frowned upon, 
such as in the case of chocolate’s supposed 
powers as an enhancer of endurance in the matter 
of romance. 

For this reason, in the 17th century, chocolate’s 
reputation plummeted from the top of the charts 
as a “food:of the gods” to a bottom-of-the-barrel 
status with the church. The French nobility, 
however, brought it in by the wheelbarrow for ex- 
actly the same reason it was otherwise condemn- 
ed. What a life. 

CHOCOLATE PEANUT BUTTER CUP COOKIES 
Makes 3 Dozen 
COOKIES: 


1 cup semi-sweet chocolate chips 

2 squares (1 0z. each) unsweetened baking 
chocolate 

1 cup sugar 

Ya cup butter flavored shortening 

2 eggs 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

1% cups plus 2 tablespoons all-purpose flour 
Y2 teaspoon baking soda 

% cup finely chopped peanuts 

36 miniature peanut butter cups, unwrapped 
DRIZZLE: 

1 cup peanut butter cups 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

Heat oven to 350F: 

For cookies, combine chocolate chips and 
chocolate squares in microwave measuring cup 
or bowl. Microwave at 50% (Medium). Stir after 2 
minutes. Repeat until smooth. Cool slightly. (You 
may also melt on rangetop in a small saucepan on 
very low heat.) 

Combine sugar and shortening in large bowl. 
Beat at medium speed of-electric mixer until 
blended and crumbly. Beat in eggs, one at a time, 
then salt and vanilla. Reduce speed to low. Add 
chocolate slowly. Mix until well blended. Stir in 
flour and baking soda with a spoon until well 
blended. Shape dough into 1%-inch balls. Roll in 
pits. Place 2 inches apart on ungreased baking 
sheet. 

Bake at 350F for 8 to 10 minutes or until set. 
Press peanut butter cup into center of each 
cookie immediately. Press cookie against cup. 
Cool 2 inches apart on ungreased baking sheet 
before removing to cooling rack. Cool 
completely.* 

For drizzle, place peanut butter chips in heavy, 
resealable sandwich bag. Seal. Microwave at 50% 
(Medium). Knead bag after 1 minute. Repeat until 
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smooth (or melt by placing bag in hot water). Cut 
tiny tip off corner of bag. Squeeze out and drizzle 
over cookies. 


* It will take some time for the peanut butter 
cup to solidify. | have had good luck letting the 
cookies set out overnight, then adding the peanut 
butter topping the next day.

The Swiss began making milk chocolate in 
1876, producing it in much the same way as it is 
today. Cocoa beans are milled, producing a 
chocolate liquor, of which 55% is cocoa butter. 
For milk chocolate, whole milk solids, sugar, but- 
ter, additional cocoa butter, and vanilla are added, 
and the result is invariably devine. 


Chocolate was unheard of in America in col- 
onial days until fishermen from Massachusetts 
accepted cocoa beans as payment for goods. In 
1765, the Baker’s chocolate plant was established 
in Dorchester. 


Another landmark in American chocolate 
history occurred in 1896 when Leonard Hershfield 
immortalized his daughter by creating a chewy 
chocolate roll. Her name? None other than Toot- 
sie. : 
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HOT FUDGE PUDDING CAKE 
Serves 4-6 
1 cup all-purpose flour 
% cup sugar 
2 tablespoons plus % cup cocoa, divided 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
% teaspoon salt 
Ye cup milk 
2 tablespoons melted butter 
1 cup light brown sugar 
1% cups boiling water 


Preheat oven to 350F. In an ungreased 8-inch 
square pan, mix together flour, sugar, 2 tabies- 
poons cocoa, baking powder and salt. Add milk 
and butter. Mix well. In a small bowl, mix together 
brown sugar and remaining cocoa. Sprinkle over 
dough. Do not stir. Next, pour boiling water over 
top. Stir twice around and NO MORE! Bake 20-25 
minutes until cake is set and pudding is bubbling. 

This dessert separates as it bakes into a pud- 
ding layer on the bottom and a cake layer on the 
top. Serve hot from the oven, scooping cake and 
pudding into a bowl. Top with freshly whipped 
cream and cinnamon, or ice cream.

Position rack in the center of the oven and 
Preheat at 350F. Line a baking sheet with 
aluminum foil. 

In a large mixing bowl, using a wooden spoon, 
Stir together the brownie mix, flour, chocolate 
syrup, oil, water, and egg until combined. Stir in 
the peanut butter chips. 

Drop the dough by heaping tablespoonfuls onto 
the prepared baking sheet, leaving about 1 inch 
between the cookies. Bake for 13 to 15 minutes, or 
until your fingertip leaves a slight indentation 
when you touch the center of a cookie. The 
cookies will be very soft in the center but will firm 
up after cooling. Cool the cookies on the baking 
sheet set on a wire rack for 5 minutes. Transfer 
the cookies to the wire rack, gently separating the 
cookies from the foil. Cool completely. 

Assembly: Spread 1% cup softened ice cream 
on the bottom of one cookie and cover with 
another cookie. Make sure the bottoms of the 
cookies face each other. Wrap each sandwich in- 
dividually in plastic wrap and freeze for about 2 
hours, or until firm.

= garnish, and add the rest to the ricotta. 

Using a sharp knife, chop the chocolate into 
fine pieces, the largest no more than %-inch; 
reserve about 2 teaspoons for garnish, and add 
the remainder to the ricotta. 

Add the sugar and rum to the ricotta; blend the 
ingredients well with a fork. Then turn into 6 in- 
dividual ramekins. Garnish the tops with the 
reserved orange peel and chocolate. Chill well 
before serving.

bus stop, how to board and exit a bus, and 
pedestrian safety. Children should adhere to the 
following guidelines: 

— Allow enough time in the morning to get to 
thebus without hurrying. 

— At the bus: stop, wait a safe distance from 
the roadway. Don’t horse around and refrain from 
going into the street, alleys or onto private proper- 
ty. 


= When boarding the bus, wait for the vehicle 








to completely stop before boarding. Then, using 
the handrails, enter the bus and find a seat quick- 


Z — Do not block the aisle with books, musical 
instruments, lunch boxes, feet or legs. 

— Always obey and be respectful of the bus 
driver. Do not throw things inside the bus or out of 
the bus. Keep the noise level low and ask the 
driver before opening the window.

More than 90 kindergarten students took part in 
the 20th Annual First Time Bus Rider Safety Pro- 
gam sponsored by the Agawam Junior Women’s 

lub on Friday, August 20th. 

Students and their parents gathered in two ses- 
sions at the Agawam Public Library for the hour 
long program. 

Mayor Christopher C. Johnson, Chairman of the 
School Committee, was on hand at the 9:30 ses- 
sion to issue a proclamation declaring August 
20th-27th as Safety Bug/Let’s Get Acquainted Week. 

“It gives me great pleasure to present this pla- 
que to Sue Dempsey (parent organizer) and the 
Agawam Junior Women’s Club,” Johnson said as 
he awarded the framed certificate to Mrs. Demp- 
sey, the originator of the “Let’s Get Acquainted 
Program.” Johnson saluted thé Junior Women’s 
Club for their efforts to promote bus safety. 

Mrs. Dempsey introduced Agawam Junior 
Women’s Club President Donna Shibley and the 
coordinators of the “Let's Get Acquainted Pro- 
gram”: Robinson Park PTO President Chris 
Demetrion, James Clark PTO President Frank 
Lawlor, and Judy Lavin of Granger School. 

Johnson thanked Five Star Transportation 
representative Theresa Lecrenski for the com- 
pany’s support of the event and he introduced 
Superintendent of Schools Bernard Ryder and 
School Committee member Linda Galarneau to 
the audience. 

Johnson told the children that he had gone all 
the way through the Agawam School System. “I’m 
glad you’re going to the same schools | went to,” 
he said. 

Mrs. Dempsey went on to welcome the children 
to the school system, saying, ‘Come on—let’s get 
acquainted!” 

She reassured the group that there is a plan in 
place if achild should miss their stop and went on 
to emphasize the importance of parents sending a 
note to school should a child ever need to deviate 
from their normal bus routine. 

“When in doubt, send a note,’’ she advised. She 
told the parents it was essential to have their 
child ready on time, but to expect a few delays in 
the first days of school. 

After leading the children in a round of ‘‘The 
Wheels on the Bus,’’ Mrs. Dempsey aded a new 
verse to the song and led the children in singing 
“The Children Have a Friend in the Safety Bug.” 

During the song, the Safety Bug arrived to help 
Mrs. Dempsey introduce the rules for bus safety: 

e Always stay five giant steps from the street. 
Any closer is in the danger zone.

Obeying Rules Helps Ensure Safety 

Mrs. Dempsey told the children they would all 
be safe riders if they obeyed these rules. She also 
cautioned the children about the danger of stopp- 
ing to pick up anything dropped near the bus. She 
told them whatever they dropped was not impor- 
tant enough to put themselves in’ danger. 

After their lesson in bus safety, the children had 
an opportunity to practice their new skills. The 
Safety Bug led the children out of the library to the 
Agawam High School parking lot. 

On the way, they practiced crossing the street 
and looking both ways twice. Volunteer bus driver 
Terry Gallerani was waiting in the parking lot to 
take the children on their first bus ride. 

Mrs. Dempsey gathered the children together 
about 20 feet away from the bus so that they 
could practice waiting for the driver to tell them it 
was safe to cross the “street.” She coached each 
child to make sure they waited for the driver's 


signal and then looked both ways (twice!) before.

Anyone who thinks teachers take the whole 
summer off doesn’t know the Renaissance Team 
at Agawam High School. Teacher volunteers 
Dorothy Martin, Linda Sasso, Sharon Kiddy, and 
Irene Thomas are already working hard to ensure 
a successful second year for the Renaissance 
Program. 

Renaissance is a reward and incentive system 
aimed at the entire student body. In order to 
receive a Gold Card, students must have no grade 
lower than “C,”’ good effort grades, a record free 
from disciplinary referrals, and have no more than 
one tardy per term. 

Students who make the Honor Roll and fulfill all 
the other requirements receive a Gold Plus Card. 
This year, as an added incentive, the VIP Card will 
be introduced for students who have other suc- 
cess at school—for instance, perfect attendance 
or a teacher recommendation for most improved 
performance. The Renaissance philosophy is 
“What gets rewarded, gets accomplished. ”’ 

Supported By Local Businesses 

Many local businesses support the 
Renaissance concept and are committed to the 
idea of rewarding students for their achievements 
at school. Currently, there are 77 business spon- 
sors and the team is actively seeking to enlist 
more community support in the quest for 
academic excellence. 

Some businesses offer discounts to AHS 
Renaissance cardholders while others show their 
support through donations of services or financial 
support. 

With an infectious enthusiasm impossible to 
resist, the Renaissance Team began the program 
last year in an attempt to provide a more positive 
atmosphere at the school. As teacher Dorothy 
Martin explains, “It’s all a plus—a win/win situa- 
tion if the kids are happy to be here.” 

Volunteering their time, the Renaissance Team 
often puts in 20 hours a week in order to keep the 
program running. Teacher Sharon Kiddy cited 
“the tremendous help and support” the team has 
received from the assistant principals and the 
Guidance Department in the task of checking stu- 
dent records for the requirements of cardholder 
status. 

New Principal Russell Furtado assured the 
team of his support.

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All Agawam Schools Face Challenges 
As 1993-94 Academic Year Set To Open

Superintendent of Schools Bernard Ryder is 
facing a “challenging and exciting year, a great 
adventure” as he works to incorporate changes 
mandated by the School Reform Act of 1993 with 
the changes already planned for the coming 
school year. 

Two major challenges face the superintendent 
as he continues his work on curriculum review 
and as he begins work on the setting of perfor- 
mance goals for the students of Agawam. 

The focal point of the changes for this year is 
Agawam_ High School with its new principal, 
Russell G. Furtado. One of the first tasks of the 
new principal will be the revision of the 
disciplinary code as mandated by the school 
reform package. An addendum to the AHS Hand- 
book must be written and inserted in the hand- 
book distributed to the students. 

As required by school reform, a student in 
possession of a dangerous weapon or a controll- 
ed substance on school property, or a student 
who assaults a member of the school staff can be 
expelled from school by the principal. 

Formerly, expulsions fell under the jurisdiction 
of the School Committee. Also, acomplete ban on 
smoking and tobacco use in school buildings, on 
school property or on school buses by both 
students and staff will be instituted. 

High School Welcomes Five New Teachers 

AHS will welcome five new teachers this year. 
Four positions have already been filled. Lisa Alves 
has been appointed as a Spanish teacher; John 
Bikowski and Kimberly Hebert have been ap- 
pointed as math teachers; Tracy Farnham has. 
been appointed as an English teacher. The fifth 
position of in-house suspension supervisor has 
yet to be filled at presstime. 

This year, AHS will again have an in-house 
suspension program. Students guilty of minor in- 
fractions can be suspended from their regular 
school schedules and sent to internal suspen- 
sion. They will be totally isolated from the school 
population and will spend the day in the in-house 
suspension room. 

With the help of the in-house suspension super- 
visor, the students will be expected to complete 
their classroom assignments, They will eat lunch 
separate from the rest of the school population 
and will enjoy none of the social privileges of a 
normal school day. 

At the Junior High School, Principal Kevin Lit- 
tlefield and Vice-Principal Marc Costanzi have 
developed an orientation program for in-coming

Program 
developed for kindergarten students by parent 
volunteer Sue Dempsey will be implemented 
townwide. 

For the past four years, Mrs. Dempsey has coor- 
dinated the program at Phelps School and this 
year will take her innovative approach to easing 
the first day jitters of kindergarten students to all 
the elementary schools. 

With the help of school administrators, prin- 
cipals, PTO and Five Star Transportation Com- 
pany volunteers, kindergarten students and their 
parents and care-givers will have an opportunity 
to ride the bus to school and participate in an 
orientation program at each elementary school. 

Early. Learning Center Delayed 

The Early Learning Center at Perry Lane, slated 
to hold some 135 preschoolers, will not open until 
October due to construction delays. The center 
will house the Early Childhood Education classes 
for three to five year-olds. The opening of the 
center will alleviate overcrowding at James Clark 
School and allow for a library at that school. 

As mandated by school reform, each school in 
the system will have an advisory council made up 
of adminstrators, teachers, parents, and com- 
munity members. Each council will have a say in 
the day-to-day administration of the school: 

Ryder intends to work with the School Commit- 
tee, administrators, and parents in an effort to 
decide the duties and privileges of the school 
councils. By law, the councils are to be in place by 
the 40th day of the school year.

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Parents Must Make It A Priority To Teach 
Children To Arrive Safely At School 


“Parents need to make it a priority to teach 
their children how to arrive safely at school in 
September,” said Shirley LaRoche R.N., coor- 
dinator, Western Massachusetts Safe Kids Coali- 
tion, based at Baystate Medical Center. 

Citing a 1992 study commissioned by the Na- 
tional Safe Kids Campaign, LaRoche noted that 
parents are more concerned about random violent 
acts, such as drive by shootings or kidnappings, 
rather than injury happening to their children. 

However, pedestrian injuries have become the 
most common cause of serious injury and death 
among school-aged children five to nine years- 
old, she explained. 

“Ninety percent of these tragedies can’ be 
prevented. Awareness is a major part of the 
answer,” LaRoche said. ; 

The Western Massachusetts Safe Kids Coali- 
tion offers the following guidelines to help 
parents and children make this a safe back-to- 
school season: 

Walking To School 

* Choose the safest route with the fewest street 
crossings and walk the route with your children to 
familiarize them with it. 

* Make sure children know to look left, right, 
and left again before attempting to cross the 
street. 

* Teach children not to enter the street from 
between parked cars or from behind bushes or 
shrubs, and to cross at a corner or crosswalk by 
walking, not running. 


* Warn children to be extra alert in bad weather 
since visibility is poor. : 

School Bus Safety ‘ ; 

* Stay out of the street and avoid fooling around 
while waiting for the bus. 

* Cross at least 10 feet in front of the bus when 
boarding or exiting to avoid a blind spot that 
obstructs the view of the driver. 

* Tell children to always wait for you on the 
same side of the street as the school bus 
loading/unloading zone. 

* While on the bus, remain seated, do not throw 
objects, and keep your head and arms inside the 
bus.at all times. : 

* Wait until the bus comes to a complete stop 
before exiting. . ? 

* Exit from the front of the bus using the han- 
drails to avoid falls. : 

Driving Your Child To School 

* Arrange to pick up your child at a safe spot 
away from the congestion of cars around the 
school. 2 

* Drop off your children as close to the school 
as possible so that they do not have to cross the 
street, and make sure they enter and leave the car 
on the curb side. :

Ben Benton Hooks On 
With Waterloo Hawks 
In Established USHL

The buzzword of the 90’s has become “position- 
ing” as the marketplace continues to change and 
people attempt to move themselves into a 
favorable slot as we scream towards the next cen- 
tury. 

Former Agawam High Hockey player Ben .Ben- 
ton is learning the technique at a young age. Ben- 
ton has just earned himself a slot in the United 
States Hockey League. He will spend this upcom- 
ing season with the Waterloo Black Hawks. 

“The league’s main function is to put these 
young kids in a Division | college,’ says Steve 
McMcall (Public Relations director for the 
Hawks). “It gives them a chance to live in a new 
community and make a positive impact. It’s a 
good learning experience for a young man.” 

Leading Scorer In 1992 

Benton was the leading scorer in the Berry Divi- 
sion when he played for (and graduated from) 
Agawam High in 1992. He was also selected first 
team Ail-Western Mass. 

Benton’s trademark was unquestionably his 
smallish frame, explosive skating ability, and a 
nice scoring touch. None of these traits was miss- 
ed by the coaches and administrators when he 
was trying out for the league. Benton initially tried 
out for the Omaha franchise in the 31 year-old 


Omaha has sold out its 6,000 seat facility on 94 
straight occasions (which might give us an idea 
on how competitive this league is). Benton surviv- 
ed the first cut, but left his options open by travell- 
ing to Waterloo for another tryout. 

He was chosen to play on the 23 man squad and 
decided to make the commitment without return- 
ing to Omaha for the next level of tryouts. The 
Hawks play a 60 game schedule and each team 
member is required to have a part-time job or be 
attending junior college while playing for the 
team. 

Scott Brand, the team’s General Manager, told 
The AAN that Benton was recognizable im- 
mediately.

Animal Extremist Indicted 

A federal grand jury in Michigan has returned a 
five-count indictment against Rodney Adam Cor- 
onado for his role in the February 28th, 1992 arson 
that destroyed several research labs. In addition 
to the charge of arson, Coronado is also charged 
with travelling in interstate commerce with the in- 
tent of carrying on an illegal activity as well as 
possession and destruction of property and 
transferring over $5,000 of stolen research 
materials in interstate commerce. 

Coronado is 27 years.of age and the self- 
described spokesperson for the Animal Liberation 
Front, which the FBI lists as a terrorist organiza- 
tion. 

The break-in at Michigan State caused $125,000 
worth of property damage and destroyed 32 years 
of medical research. The lab destroyed by fire was 
conducting research of the effects of environmen- 
tal pollutants on mink as a link to finding a cure 
for human deafness. 

Coronado did not act alone. Coronado has gone 
into hiding and has not been apprehended. If con- 
victed on all charges, he could face a maximum 
prison sentence of 50 years and a maximum fine

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School Bus Rules 


SCHOOL BUS INFORMATION 

In order to insure the safe transportation of all 
children to and from school, the Agawam School 
Committee has adopted School Bus Rules. 
Because of the extremely serious nature of safety 
hazards involving vehicles seating well over 50 
children, this policy will be strictly enforced. If 
any child loses bus privileges, it will be the 
responsibility of the parents to get the child both 
to and from school. 

The majority of our children behave courteously 
and well, helping to insure the safety of all. Ac- 
tions of a small minority cannot be allowed to im- 
peril lives. School Bus Rules are reguired in order 
to, insure the safety of all students. They will be 
rigidly enforced because of potential hazard to all 
riders. The penalties for violation of bus rules 
shall be a warning, initially. A second offense 
shall result in a loss of riding privileges for a 
period of at least five school days. Any further pro- 

lems will result in loss of transportation a 
minimum of one month. 

Serious breaches of discipline such as fighting, 
abuse of the bus driver or other passengers, 
damage to the bus, or any other action con- 
stituting a threat to safety, will result in im- 
mediate loss of riding privileges rather than a war- 


ning. 
SCHOOL BUS RULES 

1. Walt for bus at designated bus stop. Buses 
will stop only at authorized stops. Remain orderly 
and away from street until bus arrives. Pupils are 
not to play in road, trespass on private property or 
engage in behavior that could be dangerous to 
those at the bus stop. 

2. if you must cross a highway to board the bus 
or to get back to your bus stop, wait until the bus 


driver signals that all is clear and that you may 
proceed to cross the highway. Always cross in 
front of the bus. S 

3. Walt until the bus comes to a complete stop 
before boarding. Do not crowd toward the street 
and bus. 

4. Enter the bus quietly and in an orderly man- 
ner. Proceed directly to a seat. 

5. The driver has been Instructed not to wait for 
you. Be on time. 

6. Remain In your seat while the bus is moving. 
Pupils are not to change seats while the bus is in 
motion. Conditions may require specific seating 
arrangements. These arrangements are to be 
made by the driver’ and/or principal only. 

7. Leave and enter only at front entrance door 
except in cases of emergency. Emergency Exit 
Drills will be conducted during the school year to 
acquaint children with methods of exit in 
emergencies. 

8. Talking In a conversational volce and tone is 
permissible. Shouting or excessive loud talking is 
prohibited. 

9. Undesirable remarks directed to the driver or 
other students and stirring up adverse behavior 
are not allowed. 

10. Horseplay Is not permitted. Students are not 
to yell, motion or discharge any objects that will 
distract or prove offensive to the driver or other 
motorists and/or pedestrians. Throwing of objects 
or articles is forbidden. 

11. EATING (including beverages) and SMOK- 
ING are NOT PERMITTED on school buses. 

12. Packages other than school materials will 
not be transported at any time. 

13. Puplis are to remain seated at discharge 
points until the school bus has come to a com- 








plete stop. Leave quickly and orderly, one at a 
time. 

14. Puplis must follow instructions given by the 
bus driver. 

15. Damage to buses will not be tolerated. 
Students are responsible for damage to their seat 
and area during their trip. Any damage should be 
reported immediately to the driver. 

16. Pupils entitled to kenepomee may ride 
only the bus assigned to and trom school. 

17. Students in grades 7 through 12 are required 
to have identification cards, issued by the school 
department, in order to ride school busses. These 
cards must be shown to the driver upon entering 
the bus. If the driver so requests, the cards must 
be surrendered by the student. Such a request will 
be made only if a disciplinary problem exists. The 
card will be returned to the student through the 
principal’s office when the student is again entitl- 
ed to ride. 

If the driver turns in a card in the afternoon, the 
student will be allowed to ride to school the next 
morning pending an investigation by the principal 
of the complaint. 

Cards will be issued annually. Lost cards must 
be replaced before the student will be allowed to 
ride. There will be no charge for the first card, but 
a payment of $2 will be required for replacement 
cards. Transferred-in students will be issued a 
temporary bus pass by the principal. Students 
leaving school for any reason are required to turn 
in the 1.D. card. Cards will be prepared during the 
first week of school by the Schoo! Department. 

18. The Agawam School Committee reserves 
the right to refuse to transport any pupil who fails 
to observe rules and regulations or exhibits unac- 
ceptable conduct.

Student Insurance 
Provided By Agawam 
School Committee 


Student accident insurance is available to all 
Students. The School Committee provides in- 
surance to cover all students taking part in inter- 
scholastic athletics. It is the family’s responsibili- 
ty to provide whatever other insurance Is desired, 
and a plan is being offered to make this possible. 
For $7.75 students may purchase insurance cover- 
ing a period of going to school, at school, and go- 
ing from school each day. Twenty-four hour 
coverage is also available at a cost of $43 per stu- 
dent. This coverage insures the student during 
school vacation, holidays and weekends as well. 

The reasons that this insurance is available at 
such a low cost is that it is non-duplicating in- 
surance. Non-duplicating means that other in- 
surance owned by the family, for example, Blue 
Cross/Blue Shield, must be used first. If other in- 
surance does not cover the complete cost or any 
part of the cost, then the school insurance plan 
will take over. By filing a claim with the insurance 
company, a parent may be reimbursed for any in- 
sured loss. 

Athletic insurance is also non-duplicating. A 
parent may not collect from the school’s in- 
surance carrier and from another company for the 
same accident. A policy description will be sent 
to each student’s home early in the school year. 
Please read it carefully.

AHS Attendance Regs. 
To Be Enforced 


Purpose—Agawam High School is committed to pro- 
viding quality education to all students. To meet this 
end, an attendance regulation has been instituted. The 
direct correlation between school achievement and 
regular attendance indicates a need for such a regula- 
tion, It is the intent of this regulation to encourage 
students and parents to minimize absences from any 
portion of the school day. Adherence to the regulation 
will allow the student to gain maximum benefits from 
daily classroom activities. 


STUDENT/PARENT RESPONSIBILITIES 

When returning from an absence, a student 
should provide the first period teacher with an ex- 
cuse note signed by a parent. The note should in- 
clude the student’s name, the dates of absence, 
and the reason for the absence. Notes will be kept 
on office file and will be very important in the 
event of an appeal. 

Any tardiness or dismissals that result in the 
loss of class time should also be explained in a 
note of the same type. These notes will be filed for 
the same reasons. 

Recognize the fact that any number of truan- 
cies from class or school will negate any basis for 
appeal in that class. 

TEACHER RESPONSIBILITIES 

Accurate attendance will be taken and record- 
ed every day by every teacher. Teachers will report 
any student showing poor attendance patterns to 
the appropriate guidance counselor. _ 

When a student has lost credit in a course, the 
teacher will report this immediately—in 
writing—to the appropriate guidance counselor. 

CREDIT REGULATIONS 

Credit will be denied in any course that meets 
daily when a student is absent eleven (11) days in 
a semester. In alternate-day courses, credit will 
be denied when a student is absent six (6) days. 
Each semester of a full-year course will be in- 
dependent with regard to credit loss. 

When the class time missed by a given tardy is 
sufficient, 15 or more minutes, this will be con- 
sidered an absence. 

PROCEDURES ‘ 

Before any student is denied course credit, 
he/she will have been identified as having atten- 
dance problems. At that time administrators, 
guidance counselors, and involved teachers will 
work with the student and the parents to improve 
the situation. When-credit is denied due to atten- 
dance, the student will be notified in person. The 
parents will be notified in writing or by telephone 
of the credits lost and the courses involved. An 
appeal request must be made within seven (7) 
school days from the date of notification. 

APPEAL PROCEDURE 

To appeal loss of credit, the student or parent 
must notify the building principal in writing within 
the allotted time. The principal will set an appeals 
hearing date within five (5) school days. 

Appeals wil be held between 1:45 and 3:00 p.m. 
in the office conference room. The appeals com- 
mittee will consist of one principal and two 
teachers. The parent and student will be notified 
in writing of the decision made by the committee 
within three 5) school days of the meeting. The 
decision of this committee may be appealed to 
the superintendent of schools by the parent 
and/or the student.

Hydration Regs. For School Sports 


The following guidelines shall be distributed to 
all coaches, student athletes, and parents as part 
of the normal sign-up process. All coaches shall 
discuss these guidelines with their student 
athletes prior to the beginning of the first prac- 
tice/tryout session. All coaches shall encourage 
their student athletes to discuss these guidelines 
with their parents to insure proper pre- 
practice/tryout and post-practice/tryout hydration. 
The guidelines are broken down into the following 
three sections. , s 

: 1. Coaches - Guidelines for practice/tryout ses- 
sion bytdration 

2. Student Athletes - Guidelines for pre- 
Practice/tryout, practice/tryout, and post- 
practice/tryout hydration 

3. Parents - Guidelines for pre-practice/tryout 
and post-practice/tryout hydration 


COACHES 

1. During the hot summer months, prac- 
tice/tryout sessions should be conducted during 
the cooler part of the day (early morning or early 
evening). 

2. Student athletes should be allowed to ac- 
climatize—coaches should start with light, short 
practices/tryouts with minimal gear and gradually 
work up to full-gear sessions. 

3. Coaches should make every effort to limit 
practice/tryout sessions to two (2) hours or less. 
Multiple sessions are permitted during the same 
day if separated by six hours. 

4. No student athlete in visible distress should 
be denied rest and/or water. Student athletes 





should be encouraged to consume 8-12 oz. of cool 
water every thirty (30) to forty-five (45) minutes dur- 
ing practice/tryout sessions. 

. Coaches should not distribute salt 
tablets—student athletes need to replace fluid 
loss, not salt—a proper diet will replenish any salt 


loss. 
STUDENT ATHLETES 

1. Student athletes should wear light-weight, 
loose-fitting clothing to practice/tryout sessions. 

2. Student athletes should not wear rubberized 
clothing or heavy sweat suits during prac- 
tice/tryout sessions. 

3. On hot humid days, student athletes should 
try to consume approximately two glasses of cool 
water two hours before practice/tryout. 

4. Student athletes should try to consume 8-12 
0z. of cool water every thirty (30) minutes during 
practice/tryout. 

5. Student athletes should try to consume cool 
water as thirst demands during the two-hour 
period after practice/tryout. 

6. Student athletes are encouraged to utilize 
cool water for the replacement of fluids. If elec- 
trolyte drinks are utilized, itis suggested that they 
be diluted with cool water to a greater extent than 
called for by the respective manufacturer. 

7. Student athletes who are overweight and/or 
light skinned should be more careful as they are 
more susceptible to heat stress. 


PARENTS 
1, Parents should encourage their children to 
wear light-weight, loose-fitting clothing to prac- 
tice/tryout sessions. 








2. Parents should discourage their children 
from wearing rubberized clothing or heavy sweat 
suits during practice/tryout sessions. 

3.. Parents should encourage their children to 
consume approximately two to three glasses of 
cool water two hours before practice/tryout. 

4. Parents should encourage their children to 
consume approximately 34 oz. of cool water dur- 
ing the two-hour period after practice/tryout. 

All parties (coaches, student athletes, and 
parents) should watch for the following problems 


caused by the lack of proper hydration: 


Heat Cramps ; 
Symptoms: Characterized by cramping and 
severe muscle spasms. 
Suggestion: Consume liquids and engage in 
gentle stretching of the muscle. 


Heat Exhaustion 
Symptoms: Characterized by extreme 
weakness, headache, dizziness or fainting, pro- 
fuse sweating, cold and clammy skin, a rapid but 
weak pulse, and near normal temperature. 
Suggestion: Call ambulance for transport to 
Emergency Room. 


Heat Stroke 
Symptoms: Warmidry skin, lack of sweating, 
rapid and full pulse, high rectal temperature, 
serious disorientation, and unconsciousness. 
Suggestion: CALL AMBULANCE IMMEDIATE- 
LY! Cool body by whatever means possible (e.g. 
hose, ice, water, cold shower).

Welcome Back To School! 
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Title IX Procedures On 
Sex Discrimination 


Title IX is the portion of the Education Am. nd- 
ments of 1972 which prohibits sex discrimination 
in federally-assisted education programs. 
Specifically, Title IX states: 

The governing regulations, effective July 21st, 
1975, cover all aspects of sex discrimination in 
schools with regard to admissions, treatment of 
students, and employment. 


The Agawam school system does not 
discriminate on the basis of sex.

SECTION 504 

Section 504 of U.S. Rehabilitation Act of 1973 Is 
referred to as an “Act for Elimination of 
Discrimination on the Basis of Handicap in any 
Schoo! District Program or Activity Receiving 
Financial Assistance.” 

Section 504 requires that no otherwise qualified 
handicapped individual, shall, solely be reason of 
his-handicap, be excluded from the participation 
in, denied the benefits of, or be subjected to 
discrimination under any program or activity In 
the puplic schools. 

GRIEVANCE PROCEDURES FOR STUDENTS

Students under 14 years of age may have their 
parent(s) grieve on their behalf in writing to their 
building principal.

Chapter 1 


The school department has applied for and 
received approval from the federal government for 
a project to increase the educational oppor- 
tunities of students with certain basic skills defi- 
ciencies. The amount of the grant is $168,881. 

This project, known as Chapter 1, provides ex- 
tra reading and math instruction to those 
students who need the extra help In order to keep 
up with their classes. In order to qualify for funds, 
the individual schools as well as the school 
district must have a minimum percentage of 
edugationally deprived students with educational 
needs. 

_ A Parent Advisory Council (P.A.C.) meets mon- 
thly and Is involved in all stages“ of planning, 
operating, and evaluating the program. Because 
of its close work with the schools, the council 
links the home and school enhancing oppor- 
tunities for these students. 

More than 200 students in grades 1-6 will 
receive extra assistance in reading and math this 
year because of this grant. 


High School 
Gym Lockers 


Starting this September, combination padiocks 
will be available for sale in the main (high school) 
office for $5 each. Students who wish to secure 
their gym/athletic lockers are asked to purchase a 
lock early. 

Non-school locks will not be allowed. The pur- 
chased lock becomes the student’s property and 
can be used throughout his/her high school 
Career. 
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Chapter 622 - Prohibiting Discrimination 
Of Any Kind In The Public School System 


An important piece of legislation affecting the 
public schools was passed in August 1971. This 
law, Chapter 622 of the General Laws, Acts of 
1971 is referred to as ‘An Act to Prohibit 
Discrimination in the Public Schools.’’ The \aw reads: 


“No person shall be excluded from or discriminated 
against in admission to a public school of any town, or 
in obtaining the advantages, privileges, and courses of 
study of such public school because of race, color, sex, 
religion, or national origin.” 


This law makes it clear that all aspects of 
public school education must be fully open and 
available to members of both sexes and of minori- 
ty groups. No school may exclude a child from 
any course, activity, service or resource available 
in that public school because of race, color, sex, 


Immunization Of 


The School Immunization Law, a section of the 
General Laws, states that: ‘‘No child shall be admit- 
ted.to school except on presentation of a physician’s cer- 
tificate that the child has been successfully immunized 
against Diphtheria, Pertussis (whooping cough), 
Tetanus, Mumps, Measles, Rubella, Poliomyelitis, and 
such other communicable diseases as may be specified 
from time to time by the Department of Public 
Health.’’ Lead poisoning screening is also re- 
quired.

_ On June 24th, 1975, the State Board of Educa- 
tion approved regulations for Chapter 622. These 
regulations address five areas of school policy:

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Music Programs In The Schools 


The Agawam Schools offer a comprehensive 
program in music, and opportunities abound in 
both. curricular courses and extra-curricular ac- 
tivities. 

All students in elementary school receive 
music on a weekly basis as a regular classroom 
subject taught by a music specialist. The oppor- 
tunity for chorus experience is available at the 
fourth grade level. 

_ At the middle school, classroom music con- 
tinues to be offered to all students ona regularly- 
scheduled basis. Instruction of band instruments 
is started in fifth grade, with weekly lessons on a 
rotation schedule so that students do not con- 
tinually miss the same class for instrument 
lessons. Full band rehearsals are also held for 
fifth grade members during school time on a 
weekly basis. Chorus and string ensemble also 
meet twice each week during school time. Sixth 
grade students in band, chorus, and string ensem- 
ble meet twice a week on a scheduled band 
period. In addition, band members also have a 
sectional practice for like instruments on a 
rotating period each week. 

At the junior high, chorus, band, and string 
ensemble continue on a twice a week scheduled 
period. Students not taking a performing group 
continue in classrom music instruction, and some 
type of music is required in both seventh and 
eighth grades. 


Chapter 766: Behavior 
For Agawam’s Special 


All students are expected to meet the re- 
quirements for behavior as set forth in this hand- 
book. Chapter 71B of the Massachusetts General 
Laws, known as Chapter 766, requires that addi- 
tional provisions be made for students who have 
been found by an evaluation TEAM to have 
special needs and whose program is described to 
an Individualized Educational Plan (IEP). The 
following additional requirements apply to the 
discipline of special needs students: 

1. The IEP for every special needs student will 
indicate whether the student can be expected to 
meet the regular discipline code or if the 
Student’s He el ale condition requires a 
modification. Any modification will be described 
in the IEP. 

2. The Principal (or designee) will notify the 
Special Education Office of the suspendable of- 
fense of a special needs student and a record will 


Chapter 2: Federal 
Block Grant 


Under the provisions of the Education Con- 
solidation and Improvement Act (ECIA), Chapter 2, 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Education has approved a federal grant 
for the public schools of Agawam. The amount ap- 
proved for 1993-94 is $11,314. 


The money will be spent to provide teachers 
with the materials and training necessary to en- 
sure that the cooperaive learning method in the 
classroom will be a successful endeavor. This will 
benefit students in grades 9-12. Continuation and 
integration of the whole language approach into 
the elementary curriculum, along with the expan- 
rae to grades 5 & 6, will benefit students from 


The primary objective for the entire project is to 
provide tools and expertise to improve and 
enhance the classroom atmosphere and give 
students every opportunity to receive the best 
education possible. 


Use Of 
School Property 


Permission must be obtained from the office of 
the Superintendent of Schools for use of school 
grounds. No unauthorized use is permitted. 
Restrictions are posted and town police so 
notified. School facilities and grounds are for the 
use of Agawam residents; curfew exists one-half 
hour after sunset and during the hours of 
darkness on the use of school grounds except 
where permission has been granted. The use of 
any motor vehicle, including motor bikes, motor- 
cycles, mopeds, automobiles, etc., is prohibited 
at all times. Riding of horses is also prohibited.

At the senior high, music becomes entirely 
elective with many courses available in the 
regular schedule. Music courses receive full 
academic credit according to the number of 
meetings per week. The following meet ona daily 
basis and receive full course credit: Music Theory, 
Music History, Show Choir, Chorus, and 
Choreography. Meeting every other day for half 
credit are Band, Jazz Band, Jazz Workshop, Wind 
Ensemble, Piano Class, and Guitar Class. 

The band Curriculum during the fall includes 
marching activities and members join with the 
Color Guard to form the “Marching Mohawks” for 
many weekend performances. 


Solo/ensemble festivals are.held each year for 
all students in grades 5-12 who play or sing with 
afternoon events at the middle, junior, and senior 
high schools. An All-Star evening recital is held 
for students receiving highest ratings in the after- 
noon sessions. 

Music is also available during the Summer with 
five-week sessions (meeting two days per week) 
aveilable to middle and junior high school band 
students.

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Drug/Alcohol Policy 


The School Committee recognizes that the use 
of drugs/alcohol illegally and/or inappropriately 
constitutes a hazard to the positive development 
of students, and that the welfare of certain 
students is being compromised by drug/alcohol- 
related problems. 

Accordingly, the School Committee shall at- 
tempt to clarify through this policy and the ac- 
companying administrative rules, the rights and 
responsibilities of the principals, teachers, 
students, and parents in dealing with the complex 
legal, social, educational, and emotional condi- 
tions associated with drug/alcohol use and 
abuse. 

At the same time, the Committee shall attempt 
to make clear the different forms of action which, 
depending upon the severity of a drug/alcohol- 
related incident, must be taken and those which 
shall be left to the discretion of the principals, 
teachers, and students. + 

While the Committee cannot and shall not 
allow the sale, use, or possession of illegal 
drugs/alcohol on school property, the Committee 
strongly desires to demonstrate its abiding con- 
cern for the welfare of an individual student and 
the general welfare of the school popuation by of- 
fering expert, continued, and supportive advice 
and counsel to its students. 

In cases where a student violates this policy by 
the use of drugs/alcohol illegally within the 
school boundaries or within the school or its in- 
volved in the sale, possession or exchange of 
drugs/alcohol within the school or within the 
school boundaries, the student will be disciplined 
in accordance with the School Committee approv- 
ed rules governing student drug/alcohol abuse. 

It shall be the responsibility of the superinten- 
dent, or his designee, to inform school personnel, 
students, and parents of this policy and related 
administrative regulations. Copies of these 
statements shall be provided to students and 
parents upon request. 


Policy On Hazing 


Chapter 536 of the Acts of 1985 (also known as 
Massachusetts General Law Chapter 269; Sec- 
tions 17-19) is a new law which took effect on 
November 26th, 1985, reads as follows: 

Chapter 269 of the General Laws is hereby 
amended by adding the following three sections: 

Section 17. Whoever is a principle organizer or 
partclpant in the crime of hazing as defined 

erein shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than $1,000 or by imprisonment in a house of cor- 
rection for not more than 100 days, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. 

The term ‘thazing” as used in this section and 
in sections 18 and 19, shall mean any conduct or 
method of initiation into any student organization, 
whether on public or private property, which 
willfully or recklessly endangers the physical or 
mental health of any student or other person. 
Such conduct shall include whipping, beating, 
branding, forced calisthenics, exposure to the 
weather, forced consumption of any food, liquor, 
beverage, drug or other substance, or any other 
brutal treatment or forced physical activity which 
is likely to adversely affect the physical health or 
safety of any such student or other person, or 
which subjects such student or other person to 
extreme mental stress, including extended 
deprivation of sleep or rest or extended isolation. 

Section 18. Whoever knows that another person 
Is the victim of hazing as defined in Section 17 
and is at the scene of such crime shall, to the ex- 
tent that such person can do so without danger or 
peril to himself or others, report such crime to an 
appropriate law enforcement official as soon as 
reasonably practicable. Whoever fails to report 
such crime shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than $500. 

Section 19. Each secondary school and each 
public and private school or college shall issue to 
every group or organization under its authority or 
operating on or in conjunction with its campus or 
school, and to every member, plebe, pledgee, or 
applicant for membership in such group or 
organization, a copy of this Section and Sections 
17 and 18. An officer of each such group or 
organization, and each individual receiving a copy 
of said Sections 17 and 18 shall sign an 
acknowledgment stating that such. group, 
organization, or individual has received a copy of 
said Sections 17 and 18. 

Each secondary school and each public or 

rivate school or college shall file, at least annual- 
ly, a report with the regents of higher education 
and in the case of secondary schools, the board 
of education, certifyng that such institution has 
complied with the provisions of this section and 
also certifying that said school has adopted a 
disciplinary policy with regards to the organizers 
and participants of hazing. The board of regents 
and in the case of secondary schools, the board 
of education, shall promulgate regulations gover- 
ning the content and frequency of such reports, 
and shall forthwith report to the attorney general 
any such institution which fails to make such 
report. 
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School Lunch Program 


The Agawam Public Schools serve meals each 
school day. Children may buy lunch for Elemen- 
tary, 95 cents; Middle, $1; Junior High and Senior 
High, $1.10. Children also may get meals free or at 
a reduced price. All meals served must meet pat- 
terns established by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. However, if a child has been deter- 
mined by a doctor to be handicapped and the han- 
dicap would prevent the child from eating the 
regular school meal, this school will make any 
substitutions prescribed by the doctor. If a 
substitution is needed, there will be no extra 
charge for the meal. If you believe your child 
needs substitutions because of a handicap, 
please get in touch with us for further informa- 
tion. 


If you now get Food Stamps or AFDC for your 
child, your child can get free meals. If your total 
household income is the same or less than the 
amounts on the Income Chart below, your child 
can get free meals or reduced price meals. A 
foster child may get free or reduced price meals 
regardless of your income. The reduced price is 40 
cents for lunch, and 25 cents for milk. 

To get free or reduced price meals for your 
child, you must complete an application and 
return it to the school. We cannot approve an ap- 
plication that is not complete. 


HOW TO APPLY 

If you now get Food Stamps or AFDC for the 
child you are applying for, the application must 
have the child’s name, a Food Stamp or AFDC 
case number, and the signature of an adult 
household member. If you are applying for a 
foster child, the application must have the child’s 
name, the child’s “personal use” income, and an 
adult signature. If you do not list a Food Stamp or 
AFDC case number for the child you are applying 
for, then the application must have the child’s 
name, the names of all other household members, 
the amount of income each person got last month 
and where it came from, the signature of an adult 
household member and that adult’s Social Securi- 
ty number or the word “none” if the adult does not 
have a Social Security number.

VERIFICATION: Your eligibility may be checked 
at any time duting the school year. School of- 
ficials may ask you to send papers showing that 
your child should get free or reduced price meals. 

FAIR HEARING: You may talk to school of- 
ficials if you do not agree with the school’s deci- 
sion on your application or the results of-verifica- 
tion. You-also may ask for a fair hearing. You may

REPORTING CHANGES: If your child gets free 
or reduced price meals because of your income, 
you must tell the school if your household size 
decreases or your income increases by more than 
$50 per month or $600 per year. If your child gets 
meals because they get Food Stamps or AFDC, 
you must tell the school when you are not getting 
AFDC or Food Stamps for them. You may then fill 
out another application giving income informa- 


tion. 

CONFIDENTIALITY: School officials use the in- 
formation on the application ony to decide if your 
child should get free or reduced-price meals. 

REAPPLICATION: You may: apply for free or 
reduced-price meals any time during the school 
year. If you are not eligible now but have a 
change, like a decrease in household income, an 
increase in household size, become unempleyeet 
or get Food Stamps or AFDC for your child, com- 
plete an application at that time. 

In the operation of the Child Feeding Programs, 
no child will be discriminated against because of 
race, sex, color, national origin, age, or handicap. 
If you believe you have been discriminated 
against, write immediately to the Secretary of 
Agriculture, Washington, D.C. 20250. 

We will let you know when your application is 
approved or denied.

65% Participation During 1991-92 School Year 

He added, ‘During the 1991-92 school year, stu- 
dent participation in the School Lunch Program 
was good, with 65% of the students eating school 
lunches daily. With donated USDA commodities 
being plentiful, it has enabled the Town of 
Agawam to keep the program’s food prices stable 
for the past couple of years.” 


The high daily average participation increased 
the cash balance account for the School Lunch 
Program, and this year the prices for students will 
again be 95° for elementary schools; $1 at 
Agawam Middle School; and $1.10 for Junior High 
and AHS students. 

The elementary schools will again sell “lunch 
tickets’’ for the week on Monday for that week’s 
menu. Godek said, “That was implemented for the 
past two years and -has worked pretty good. 
Tickets are purchased on Monday for the entire 
week’s choices. If a child is absent on Monday, 
they can-go to the cafeteria the morning of their 
return to school to purchase tickets for the re- 
mainder of the week.” 

Godek attributes the success of the lunch 
tickets to “teachers not having to collect money 
on a daily basis. Our cafeteria staff counts all the 
money on Monday and it saves the teachers a lot 
of class time.” 

Sandwich Substitutes Available 

Lunches at the elementary schools and 
Agawam Middle School offer an alternative 
peanut butter sandwich to students in place of 
the main course each day. At the Junior High, 


there are presently two lunch periods. 

Godek said, ‘We have introduced a second 
choice of a sandwich meal, such as a grinder, on 
top of a peanut butter sandwich substitute.” 

At AHS, there is a salad bar, sandwich meal, 
and the hot meal offered to students daily. “The 
student has three choices, and there is always the 
option of a peanut butter sandwich at any of the 
schools,” Godek noted. 


“We are continually working with the Massa- 
chusetts School Food Service (MSFSA) in analyz- 
ing menus to serve more nutritious items with 
less fat and salt contents. We are streamlining 
our menus. But, it’s the basic menus that the kids 
like,” said Godek. 


He added, “We introduced the fillet of chicken 
and barbecued rib sandwich at AHS a couple of 
years ago, and they were very popular. The 
younger kids really like the chicken nuggets.” 

Godek said, “We hope the first graders will 
become familiar with the cafeteria routine 
ieee our offering and will feel comfortable 
their first week of school.”
